The article was killed by the Board of Selectmen, in a 
regularly constituted meeting, Tuesday. The chairman an- 
nounced that it was a “three to two” vote. Three selectmen 
were present and voting. Two were absent, Aldo Caira and 
George Boylen, having had previous committments, but there 
was said to be a letter in which both men announced that they 
were against taking the land by eminent domain. , 

The placing of the article in the warrant for the coming 
special town meeting had been a sort of political cliff hanger 
for the past week. 

It had been submitted too late for the March town meeting. 
There had been a promise that it would be included in the next 
special town meeting. At that time there were those who 
believed there would be a town meeting within a month or so. 

When the selectmen inspected it, a week ago, it was noted 
that the words “not later than March 1975” had been included 
in the proposed article, and that the proper ‘“‘metes and 
bounds”’ had not been included, so that there could be no legal 
description of the land.

Summer School - 
an enrichment program 


ment courses were offered last 
year. This year the program also 
has enrichment courses, to 
stimulate the pupils. 

Credit will be given to high 
school students, or those about to 
enter high school, for successful 
completion of courses. 

There will be a flexibility un- 
known before. 

There will be courses, to remedy 
deficiencies, and to up-grade 
marks. Pupils with an average of 
55 to 64 will have the opportunity to 
make up credits lost during the 
preceding year 

Students will be able to attain 
depth in a field of special interest, 
this to elect more advanced 
courses in the regular school year.

The pace of studies is rapid, 
and a person attending against his 
will is not likely to succeed.

BOARD OF HEALTH 

The Board of Health of the Town of 
Wilmington in the County of Middlesex, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, ac- 
ting under the authority of the General 
Laws and Amendments and additions 
thereto and by any other power thereto 
enabling and acting thereunder and in 
accordance therewith, have in the in- 
terest of and for the preservation of 
Public Health duly made and adopted 
the following Amendments to its rules 
and regulations. 

2CHAPTER VIII 
STABLE REGULATIONS 

SECTION 1. LICENSES: 

No person shall erect, occupy, or use 
for a stable any buildings in the Town 
of Wilmington unless such use is icens- 
ed by the Board of Health, and in such 
case, only to the extent so licensed and 
in accordance with Chapter ITI, Section 
155 of the General Laws as amended. 

The Board of Health may revoke or 
suspend a license for-violation of any of 
the provisions of these regulations. 
‘The holder of any license thus revoked 
or suspended shall be notified of such 


! action by Registered Mail. Any person 


so aggrieved, may petition the Board of 
Health for a hearing within three (3) 
days from the receipt of such a notice. 

The Board of Health whereupon shall 
grant such a hearing and may permit 
the stable to operate pending its fin- 
dings or order the removal of the 
animals in compliance with these 
regulations. 

SECTION 2. APPLICATION FOR 

LICENSE: 

Applications for stable licenses shall 
be made to the Board of Health on a 
form provided by them. Each applica- 
tion shall state name, address and 
telephone number of the applicant. It 
shall provide the location of the stable 
and corral and specify the number of 
animals to be kept. Each application 
shall contain such additional informa- 
tion as may be required by the Board. 
No animals in excess of the number 
specified shall be kept. 

SECTION 3. PLANS: 

Any person who proposes to remodel 
a building or portion thereof which is 
being used’as a stable or who proposes 
to renovate any existing stable or 
pl to construct a new building 
which is to be used in whole or in part 
as a stable shall, prior to such remodel- 
ing, renovating or construction, submit 
to the Board of Health plans of their in- 
tentions. 

Thee plan shall specify: 

1. Area of lot of land. 

2. Location of stable on lot. 

3. Dimensions of stable. 

4. Distance of stable to streets, water 
courses, and nearest abuttor. 

‘The plan shall also contain such ad- 
ditional information as may be re- 
quired by the Board. 

SECTION 4. FEES: 

All licenses shall expire July 31 of 
each year. The fee for such license 
shall be $5.00. 

SECTION 5. 

(A) Area - A minimum of land area 
of 87,120 sq. ft. shall be required 

(B) Capacity - Each stable shall con- 
tain at least 160 sq. ft. for the first 
animal and at least 64 additional 
square feet for each additional animal. 

(C) Cleanliness - Each stable and 
premises thereof shall be kept in a 
sanitary condition. 

(D) Water Supply - Each stable shall 
be furnished with an adequate and safe 
supply for feeding and cleaning pur- 


poses. 4 

(E) Bedding - Bedding shall consist 
of straw, hay, or like substances but 
shall not contain in whole or in part 


owool wastes. 
(F) Manure - Manure shall be remov-

The penalty for violation of any 
provision of these regulations shall be 
in accordance with Section 157 - 
Chapter 111 of the General Laws as 
amended. 

The above regulations were adopted 
by vote of the Board of Health at a

19, 1975 and shall be in full force and 
effect on and after June 10, 1975.

game again. 

3. It would be deluding the 
townspeople, playing games with 
them. 

4. Lam opposed to it because it is 
illegal in its present form. 

Gillis, the chairman, told the 
two selectmen that he felt as they 
did, - it (the article) would cost 
“an arm and a leg.”” 

He held that if the article had 
been submitted at a time for inclu- 
sion in the annual warrant it could 
have been effective - but this 
wasn't allowed. Gillis further 
stated that this would be ‘‘extra 
pressure on the courts’’ and he 
would ‘“‘like to give the peoplea 
shot at it - even if it meant a loaded 
Town Meeting.”’ 

Madelyn McKie, who was one of 
two ladies in the audience, pointed 
out that the land was on the 
Ipswich River, and that the 
Ipswich River Water Shed 
Association was trying to have the 
river ‘‘declared a critical area.” 
She want on to say that she did not 
ktlow if “self help aid’’ could be 
given to the town, but that “‘it isa 
critical area, and any development 
is not going to help the river." 

Miceli declared that the town 
would be “playing games with 
geography."’ If the town took the 
land from Tambone, he declared 
“Tambone would petition in 
another 774 area.- and if not Tam- 
bone someone else’’ and ‘‘the town 
would end up buying land 
everywhere."’
